EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b)(1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 

policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order;

He practiced 
law for four years and then taught law at the University of 
Tennessee; Cornell University and University of Pittsburgh.

The current issue of "Who’s Who" indicates that a: 
serving as Under Secretary of Labor from 1954 to 1956 Larson

Special Assistant to President Eisenhower from 1957 to 1958 and 
since 1962 has been a consultant to State Department. 

Bufiles indicate that our contacts with Dr. Larson
